You've no doubt noticed that 
Death Rattle No. 6 is almost two 
months late getting to you. We 
apologize for the the book being 
overdue and believe we owe you an 
explanation. Artist Steve Bissette 
encountered delays in finishing 
“Road Kill,” our lead story this 
issue, Because the issue's cover was 
already printed and is tied in with 
the story, we could not substitute 
another of our weird tales for “Road 
Kill.” We hope you'll agree that the 
story was worth the wait. Writer 
Tom Veitch and Bissette really ex- 
tended themselves on this one. In 
order to catch up to our schedule, 
Death Rattle No. 7 will be ready for 
release in late October, and Death 
Rattle No. 8 will be due in mid- 
December. 

Also, we've been getting plenty of 
questions about our dropping of col- 
or in DEATH RATTLE, most of 
them having to do with whether or 
not the title is going the way of the 
Great Auk. A full explanation of 
our decision to drop the color can 
be found in the note following Tim 
Marion's letter in this issue. But 
we'd like to assure you that if sales 
remain nearly the same for the 
black and white DEATH RATTLE, 
it can continue as a title. 


A HIGH SPOT 


Issue 5 was one of the high spots in a 
particularly good week of comics.

I'm still glad to see it again. I hope it con- 
verts" other people. In general, though, 
keep the reprints to a minimum. 

‘The news that you're going to black and 
white doesn’t bother me. I bought this ti- 
tle the first time around, and I feel I'd be 
hypocritical if I said it made a difference 
that it’s going back to black and white. 
Does this mean, though, that you were los- 
ing money on the book and had to cut 
down on costs? Or did you intend to print 
the first five issues in color and hook the 
readers, then switch to black and white? 

“Junkyard Dog" had a great ending. 
This is a perfect example of a story that 
won't be found in any other horror book. 
Nobody or no-thing gets revenge, from 
beyond the grave or otherwise. The reader 
is constantly deciding which character to 


follow; any of them could have died. Un- 
predictable to the end. 

Now that I know “'Bulto” by Jaxon 
couldn't fit in a single issue, it can run as 
long as the book does, as far as I'm con- 
cerned. This is definitely something I like: 
a horror story that spans a great length of 
time and a multitude of characters. 

If Tom Veitch is indeed returning [in- 
deed he is—ed.], I'd love to see some new 
stories by him.

In RATTLER 5, we tried to deal with the for- 
mat switch from color to black and white in 
a humorous fashion. Not good enough, eh? As 
always, dreary economics left its footprints all 
over our decision. Basically, every color 
DEATH RATTLE lost money, а more 
gruesome fact than anything in our stories. 
Color costs were high. It involved not only 
paying colorists, but also having the color 
scanned for printing plates, and then having 
the book printed on a color press. For that, 
we needed a certain circulation—lower than. 
other publishers because we're out in the 
sticks and don't have much of an overhead 
at our physical plant—but we really didn't 
come close to the circulation we needed. We 
were also paying artists and writers at a bet- 
ter than average rate, something we're conti- 
muing to do. It would have been possible to 
cut corners here and there. We could have 
paid the colorists less, and accepted less in 
return. We could have tried the cheapest 
possible place to scan the color, but it would 
have shown. We could have printed the book 
on flimsy paper at a place that churns out 
mainstream comics, but that REALLY would 
have shown. We could have paid the artists 
and writers less if we had wanted the same 
old automatic stuff regurgitated yet again. But 


what's the point of all that? If you're going to 
devote time and money to doing something, 
you might as well do it the best way you can. 
After all, it takes time to produce garbage, 
too, and you're not saving all that much—even 
in the short run—if you follow all the steps 
in the process and put out a shoddy product. 
Raising the price a dollar was out of the gues- 
tion because the market won't stand for it. We 
tried it with THE SPIRIT and still lost money. 
We are sad to see the color in our titles go, 
because we frankly believe we have the best 
in the business. But as a black and white, 
DEATH RATTLE can survive, if the circula- 
tion doesn't continue to drop. We are relying 
on the artists and writers to make the book 
a worthy title, and we're optimistic that it can 
remain viable. 


“PROVOCATIVE, PROFOUND' 


Death Rattle No. 5 is another fine ex- 
ample of what makes this book both uni- 
que and an excellent read. It's a pleasure 
to behold. 

“Bulto” is beautifully rendered and con- 
tinues to build suspense. [ just hope that 
the book doesn't get cancelled before the 
inital storyline is resolved. (The fact that 
it's going black and white doesn't exactly 
thrill me. This is probably the beginning 
of the death knell). 

"Junkyard Dog," by Baron and 
Holmes, offers up a refreshing mix of 
classic science fantasy horror and an original 
and tantalizing "leaves you hanging in 
suspense" end. Bravo, Death Rattle. 

I found this to be far and away the 
issue’s most morally provocative tale: it is 
laced with food for thought. The pro- 
tagonist's statement to the evil one, “I'm 
not like you. l'm capable of love," 
previewed the moral basis of his survival 
with the alien. The moral quality of his 
character is defined by his belief in love; 
but the flesh is weak, and prone to 
transgress. 

The alien had executed bloody justice 
upon the evil one, in fulfillment of his 
psycho-sexual fears. The emotional inten- 
sity of that event touched the spirit of the 
protagonist and tempted him to an 
unreasonable fear: the natural man suc- 
cumbs to irrationality, which sows violence. 

When the protagonist finds that “Ве 
could not stop himself from thinking bad 
thoughts about her,” a moral tension is 
created which leaves the reader in suspense 
over the resolution of their relationship. 

Тһе spiritual issue raised here is pro- 
found. The Nazarene once said, “Тһе 
good man brings good things out of the 
good stored in him, and the evil man brings 
evil things out of the evil stored in him; 
for out of the heart comes evil thoughts.” 

When the protagonist can't stop think- 


ing bad thoughts about the alien, is it from 
evil in his heart? Is it from evil stored up 
in him? The alien's potential for violent 
retaliation to irrational fear, even evil 
thoughts, faces the protagonist with an ever 
imminent, personal day of judgment for 
every careless word and thought. Author 
Baron has given us a parable depicting the 
moral dilemma of Everyman. 

"Robot Woman" by Basil Wolverton 
was magnificently colored (and I don’t want 
to talk about it). Reprints are not usually 
my cup of tea, but Wolverton and early 
Ditko are notable exceptions, and I 
thoroughly enjoyed this genuine classic. 

Can we agree that Death Rattle is not 
only an exceptionally high quality publica- 
tion, but that it also possesses enormous. 
commercial potential? So, what's the pro- 
blem? Personally, I think it's marketing. 
T think there are lots of folks who'd buy 
the book, in color, at the price charged, 
if you would get them hooked to start with. 
Black and white isn't going to do it. How 
to hook them in the first place is the pro- 
blem. It seems a shame that you haven't 
come up with a solution. Too bad. Good 
luck.

“Junkyard Dog” is a great piece by 
Baron/Holmes. The story is well-conceived 
with good development and a wonderful 
ending. This story overshadows the con- 
tinuation of “Вико,” another good piece, 
by Jaxon. 

"Robot Woman" was a nice surprise 
nestled in between “Junkyard Dog" and 
“Вино.” The feel of the quality of the old 
EC stories that began in the first story was 


carried on into this story by a less-known 
master of the comic arts, Basil Wolverton. 

This issue of Death Rattle is an ex- 
cellent farewell to the color version of the 
comic, being the best issue to date and 
possibly one of the best horrorlsf collec- 
tions of the eighties. I hope we don't have 
to start back at ground zero with the 
material provided in the new version. IF you 
keep it in line with the material in Death 
Rattle 5, I will want to read it even 
without the color.
